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JACK  McNALLY 

Those  of  us  who  have  experienced 
the  keen  competition  provided  in  swim¬ 
ming  and  surfing  during  the  past  and 
present  generations  always  appreciate 
the  doughty  deeds  of  the  champions. 

We  thrilled  to  the  exploits  of  Boy 
Charlton,  his  victories  over  visiting 
internationals  like  Arne  Borg,  and  the 
resounding  cheers  that  rent  the  old 
Domain  Baths  and  the  fig  trees  of 
Lady  Macquarie’s  Chair. 

And  so  we  recall  Jack  McNally, 
who  passed  away  in  September,  aged 
65  years,  a  real  Tattersall’s  devotee. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
international  sales  executive  for  a  pro¬ 
minent  lighting  firm. 

We  recall  what  was  then  regarded 
as  one  of  the  most  eventful  races 
in  the  history  of  surfing  in  Australia, 
the  Open  Championship  of  1928  when 
Tassie  King,  the  pride  of  Pyrmont, 
and  Jack  McNally,  swam  together 
throughout.  Jack  won  but  was  dis¬ 
qualified  on  a  technicality. 

At  a  time  when  competitive  surfing 
had  outstanding  swimmers  -  Charlton, 
Ryan,  Ernie  Henry  and  Tom  Meagher 
amongst  them  -  Jack  McNally  was  a 
star. 

He  was  also  a  good  baths  swimmer 
as  Tatiersall’s  Club  patrons  would  tes¬ 
tify.  His  best  remembered  performance 
was  finishing  third  to  Boy  Charlton 
and  the  Japanese  Takashi  in  the  N.S.W. 
880  yards  championship. 

After  serving  with  the  R.A.A.F. 
in  the  Middle  East,  he  was  transferred 
to  the  Far  East  where  he  became  a 
P.O.W.  for  three  years.  He  was  one  of 
a  group  who  attempted  to  escape  to 
Java  in  three  boats.  Two  of  the  boats 
and  their  crews  were  lost.  The  third  of 
which  Jack  was  a  member  was  captured 
by  the  Japanese.  Normally  weighing 
12  stone  he  was  a  little  over  seven 
stone  when  he  returned  to  Australia. 

To  his  widow  Jean  and  sorrowing 
relatives  we  extend  our  condolences. 

LOYAL  EMPLOYEE 

We  regret  to  inform  members  of  the 
passing  of  store  controller  Allan  Mackie 
who  was  a  well  known  and  popular 
employee  of  Tattersall’s  for  the  past 
38  years.  He  progressed  in  his  service 
from  steward  to  control  the  stores  for 
the  Club,  and  his  death  properly  merits 
the  Biblical  phrase  of  “Well  done 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant.”

LACHIE  MELVILLE 

Popular  Tattersall’s  Club  identity 
Lachie  Melville,  who  was  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  race  calling  in  the  world, 
has  passed  away. 

Lachie  started  work  as  office  boy 
with  the  A.J.C.  and  later  entered  the 
newspaper  industry. 

The  A.J.C.  made  him  the  official 
race  broadcaster  at  Randwick,  and  then 
the  A.B.C.  employed  him. 

For  many  years  Lachie  was  the 
A.B.C.’s  top  sporting  commentator  as 
well  as  being  the  official  caller  on 
Sydney’s  race  tracks.  His  accurate, 
fluent  race  calls  made  his  a  household 
name  throughout  Australia. 

His  deep  knowledge  of  racing  helped 
him  in  his  broadcasting  duties. 

He  was  a  great  boxing  commentator 
and  perhaps  his  most  exciting  broad¬ 
cast  was  the  famous  fight  between 
Vic  Patrick  and  Fred  Dawson  in  1947 
which  will  long  be  remembered  as  one 
of  the  most  dramatic  sporting  broad¬ 
casts  of  all  times. 

Because  of  an  illness  Lachie  retired 
from  the  A.B.C.  and  race  calling  in 
1957.  He  later  joined  the  Daily 
Telegraph  where  he  was  a  sporting  sub¬ 
editor  for  12  years  until  his  retirement 
last  year. 

His  funeral  was  largely  attended, 
and  leading  the  great  number  of  Tatt¬ 
ersall’s  members  were  Treasurer  Barney 
Fay  and  Committeemen  Jack  O’Neill 
and  Jack  McKell. 

To  his  sorrowing  widow  Millie, 
daughter  Annette  and  son  David,  and 
his  bereaved  relatives,  we  extend  our 
condolences. 


LATE  JOHN  DAVOREN  QC. 

The  death  of  John  Davoren,  QC, 
removed  a  Tat tersall’s  Club  regular 
patron  and  one  of  this  State’s  leading 
criminal  lawyers. 

In  a  legal  career  that  dated  back 
48  years  he  appeared  in  many  of  the 
most  widely  publicised  murder  trials 
in  N.S.W. 

John  was  born  and  educated  in 
South  Australia  and  worked  for  17 
years  in  Broken  Hill  before  joining  the 
R.A.A.F.  in  1942. 

He  left  the  R.A.A.F.  in  1954  with 
the  rank  of  wing  commander,  after 
directing  their  legal  services  for  several 
years. 

In  1960  he  was  appointed  QC. 

John  Davoren  was  a  member  of  the 
Courts  Martial  Appeal  Tribunal,  and 
a  council  member  of  the  International 
Commission  of  Jurists. 

To  his  widow  Maimie  we  extend 
our  sincere  sympathy.
